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In spite of all the time, money 
and effort being devoted to control 
or eradicate them, plant pests con- 
tinue to cost Americans some 7 
Billiorf dollars a year in damagé to 
crops and ornamentals. 

Increasing use of agricultural 
chemicals in recent years has en- 
abled our farmers to keep the 
pests in check, But the recent up- 
roar over damages of poisoning our 
environment through careless use 
of toxic chemicals hag intensified 
the search for other means af ac- 
complishing the task. 

Now U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture researchers are testing 
“living insecticides’—viruses that 
kili destructive pests yet are harm- 
less to man,- animals, plants, pol- 
linating insects and-also. to the 
natural enemies of the target pest. 

Two of these viruses have been 
mass produced and used to spray 
tèst crops. They destroy the cab- 
bage looper and the corn earworm. 
These are among the most wide- 
spread.and restructive crop pests 
in the U. S., annually damaging or 
destroying crops worth several 
hundred million dollars. 

After years of investigation, the 
virus pesticide breakthrough came 
when researchers developed a 
method of artificially rearing the 
insects ‘in whose bodies the de- 
structive viruses are produced. 

The “virus’ polyhedra,” or clust- 
ers in the nucleus of infected cells, 
multiply at a fantastic rate. It is 
estimated one artifically reared 
cabbage looper can produce nearly 
214 Billion polyhedra, , 

Yeu probably could hold on the 
nail of your: little finger enough 
powdered cabbage looper virus to 
treat 5 acres. " 

USDA expects ‘these pest-killing 
viruses eventually can be produced 
at prices farmers can afford. Sev- 
eral firms are interested, and uni- 
form standards are being develop- 
ed for commercial production. 

Incidentally, the corn earworm 
likes a varied diet. When it feeds 
on cotton it is known. as the cot- 
ton boll weevil. It’s close relation, 
the tobacco budworm, also may 

be subject to destruction -by the 
“virus that kills the earworm. 
ss 8 >. 

Increasing use of fertilizers is 
one reason American farmers have 
been boosting crop production. 

Confirming expectations that 
‘fertilizer use will continue to gain 
is recently entry into the fertiliz- 
er field by some of the big petrol- 
eum companies. Their acquisitions 
of fertilizer facilities is, as a 
Washington newspaper termed it, 
“amazing.” 

Recent developments Shave in- 
cluded Socony Mobil Oil taking 
over V. C. Chemical Corporation; 
Cities Service acquiring-Tennessee 
Corporation and’ Florida. prosphate 
tands; Continental taking on Am- 

erican Agricultural Chemical;
